Response to Amendment

medium" to overcome the 101 rejection by Examiner's amendment.

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities:. 
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The specification must be amended in such a way that it is consistent with the 
language of the claims and in order to remove any 35 U.S.C. 101staturory issues in 
claims 32-42. Specifically, page 156, lines 25, it is suggested that the term "computer 
readable media" be amended to read as "computer storage medium" as suggested by 
the Examiner in the Office Action mailed 1 1/27/07. Also, it is suggested that "paper" and 
"transmission-type media, such as digital and analog communication links" in lines 26- 
29 be deleted from the specification. 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Allowable Subject Matter
